Editorial Notes 


THE A. PH. A. ‘The naming of the 
MEETING, 1909 time and place of 


meeting of the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association having been left to 
the Council, with instructions to confer 
with the N. A. R. D. with a view to a 
joint meeting, and the latter body hav- 
ing, so far as we can learn, taken no 
steps toward settling the question, our 
friends at Los Angeles are left “in the 
air.’ They are at a loss to know 
whether to prepare for a meeting of 
the California Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion in May or for the A. Ph. A. and 
C. P. A. meeting in September. There 
is no question that the members of the 
A. Ph. A., who are likely to go to their 
annual gathering wherever it is, are 
overwhelmingly in favor of Los An- 
geles. We hope the question will soon 
be settled. In the meantime we hope 
the Los Angeles druggists will not be 
impatient at the delay. 


The druggists of Los Angeles, both 
wholesale and retail, are working ener- 
getically for both meetings. They have | 
sent printed matter, showing the ad- 
vantages of Los Angeles, to the 
members of the Council of the A. Ph. 
A., upon whom devolves the responsi- 
bility of selecting the place of meeting. 

Good work is also being done in be- 
half of the State Association. The job- 
bers and traveling salesmen, as well as 
some retailers, are in earnest in the 
work of building up the membership in 
the southern part of the State. R. A. 
Whidden reports to Secretary F. W. 
Nish “that the work is going along 
nicely. ‘The boys are taking a great 
deal of interest and are working well. 
We have formed a permanent organ- 
ization, and will hold a meeting De- 


cember 5th. We are working for five 
hundred.” 
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CALIFORNIA Notwithstanding the 
SWEET WINES -elegram which we 
published in our last 

issue to the fact that 
the Treasury Department had agreed 
to modify their ruling prohibiting the 
use of fortified sweet wines in the 
manufacture of pharmaceutical prep- 


arations and patent medicines, there 


was some uneasiness in the minds of 
the parties interested until further and 
more definite information had been re- 
ceived from Washington. This came 
in the following telegram addressed to 
P. C. Rossi, president of the Italian- 
Swiss Colony, from Wm. R. Wheeler, 
assistant secretary of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor: “The Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue today 
issued an order which has been ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, suspending indefinitely provisions 
of regulations prohibiting use of forti- 
fied wines in proprietary medicines.” 
The reversal of the ruling of the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue will 
mean a saving to this State of a trade 
of from three to four million dollars 
per year. A law passed two years ago 
permits the fortification of sweet wines 
with untaxed spirits. All sweet wines 
are fortified by the addition of brandy 
at a certain stage to stop fermentation 
and preserve the sugar. Commissioner 
Capers ruled last March that the use 


of these wines, fortified with untaxed 


spirits, in medicinal compounds must 


stop, and the order went into effect 
last August. This drove the manu- 
facturing chemists to the use of im- 
ported sweet wines which paid a duty 
of 35 cents a gallon. A large portion 
of the California sweet wine product 
was used as a component for medicinal 
compounds. The growers of from 
12,000 to 15,000 acres of grapes were 
affected, as the wine-makers could not 
use their product except at prices that 
were ruinous to the farmers. 


THE PACIFIC 
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DO WE WANT We infer from 
THE MANN BILL? the inquiries we 


have made that few of the druggists 
of California know what is the nature 
of this bill, and that still fewer are 
aware of the trouble they may expect 
if it becomes a law in its present shape. 
It is known as H. R. 21982. Section I 
enacts that it shall be unlawful for any 
person or firm to bring by freight, ex- 
press, mail or otherwise into any state, 
etc., “directly to a consumer, or to sell 
or have in his possession” (except he 
be a dealer, physician, etc.), “any alpha 
or beta eucaine, chloral hydrate, co- 
caine, hyoscine, morphine, opium, sco- 
polamine, or any derivative or prepara- 
tion of any of the foregoing,” except 
upon the original prescription of a 
legally authorized practitioner of medi- 
cine, etc. In no case shall the original 
prescription for a human being call for 
more than one-fourth of one ounce of 
these substances, but this stipulation 
does not apply to druggists, doctors, 
hospitals, or manufacturers of pharma- 
ceuticals. 


So far as the above provisions go, 
they will probably not be opposed by 
druggists, and if the bill stopped here 
it would do good in preventing the im- 
portation of habit-forming drugs into 
states in which there are laws prohibit- 
ing the free sale of such remedies. 
California has such a law, and yet we 
believe there is no means of preventing 
the purchasing of these same things in 


states which do not have such a law 


and bringing them by mail or express 
into our State. It would seem that 
California had a right to demand of 
Congress that it shall prevent the post- 
office, a department of the federal gov- 
ernment, or an express company, a 
common carrier, from nullifying a law 
which she has enacted for the protec- 
tion of her own citizens. This section 
would prevent such an evasion of our 
State law. 


But Section 2 undertakes to run the 
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whole drug business, wholesale and re- 
tail. Wedo not know who the ignora- 
mus was that wrote it. Mr. Mann, we 
understand, denies being the author, 
but that our readers may see the utter 
ignorance of the writer so far as relates 
to the commerce of drugs and chem- 
icals, we print the entire section: 


Sec. 2. That no person, firm, or corporation shall 
send, carry, ship, import, or bring into any State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia, by freight, 
express, mail or otherwise, from any other State, 
Territory, or the District of Columbia, or receive for 
shipment into any State, Territory, or the District of 
Columbia or sell or furnish or give away in the Ter- 
ritories or the District of Columbia any of the fol- 
lowing-described substances, to wit: The caustic 
hydroxides of ammonium, potassium, and sodium; the 
concentrated mineral acids; the essential oils of bitter 
almonds, pennyroyal, rue, and savin; wood alcohol 
and yellow phosphorus or any preparation or com- 
pound containing the same; the salts and derivatives 
of antimony, arsenic, barium, chromium, copper, gold, 
lead, mercury (excepting calomel), silver, and zinc, 
or any preparation or compound containing the same; 
the following-named substances and their derivatives 
or any compound or (preparation containing the 
Same, namely, acetanilide, acetphenetidine, aconite, 
antipyrine, belladonna, cannabis indica, cantharides, 
carbolic acid, chloral hydrate, chloroform, coculus 
indicus, codeine, colchicum, conium, cotton root, 
creosote, croton oil, damiana, diacetyl morphine, 
digitalis, ergot, formaldehyde, hydrocyanic acid, 
hyoscine, hyoscyamus, ignatia, laudanum, lobelia, mor- 
phine, nux vomica, opium, oxalic acid, paregoric, Paris 
green, phenacetine, physostigma, phytolacca, pyrama- 
don, scopola, stramonium, strophanthus, strychnine, 
sulphonal, tansy, trional, veronal, veratrum viride, 
or any other virulent poison, unless the bottle, box, 
carton, or any other package, including any wrapper 
or covering, containing any of the above-named sub- 
stances, compounds, preparations, or derivatives is 
labeled and such label is printed upon red paper in 
distinct white letters or in distinct red letters upon 
white paper, with the word ‘‘Poison” in letters not 
less in size than any other letters used on the label, 
and in no case smaller than required by regulation 
seventeen (c) of the rules and regulations for the 
enforcement of the food and drugs Act of June 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred and six, and the skull and 
cross-bones device, together with the names of one or 
more suitable antidotes and the name and address of 
the person, firm, or corporation manufacturing, ship- 
ping, importing, or selling the same. 

Sec. 3. That any person, firm, or corporation vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and for such offense shall be fined 
not exceeding two hundred dollars for the first offense 
and, upon conviction, for each subsequent offense not 
exceeding three hundred dollars, or be imprisoned 
not exceeding one year, or both such fine and 1m-. 
prisonment, in the discretion of the court. 


Imagine the effect of putting a 
death’s head and cross bones in flaming 
red on every bottle of washing am- 
monia, on every can of varnish, or other 
liquids containing wood alcohol, on all 
denatured alcohol and compounds 


UNAVOIDABLE 
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made with it, every can of paint (con- 
taining salts of lead), on zine oxide or 
its ointment, zinc paint, homeopathic 
aconite, belladonna, cannabis indica, on 
bromo seltzer, all combinations, how- 
ever weak, of acetanilide, or phenace- 
tine, cocculus indicus, wine of colchi- 
cum, damiana, paregoric, poke root, or 
Jimson Weed! Who ever heard of 
anybody being killed with cannabis in- 
dicas or injured by cotton root? The 
bill contains no qualification as to the 
amount of these so-called poisons that 
would call for such labeling, so that a 
four-ounce cough mixture containing a 
teaspoonful of paregoric must bear the 
death’s head label if sent out of one 
State into another. Nonsense! 


Then note the penalties in Section 3! 
Up to two hundred dollars for the first 
offense, for selling a little cotton root 
(probably inert), or damiana (a place- 
bo), or denatured alcohol. 


The bill if enacted and closely lived 
up to would cause so many things to 
bear the flaming poison label that it 
would soon lose its distinctive charac- 
ter. When half the bottles and pack- 
ages in the house are labeled “Poison,” 


the label no longer acts as a caution. 


The skull and cross bones would soon 
be a joke. 

Druggists! Wake up! and see that 
no such absurd and vexatious bill 
passes Congress. Interview your Con- 
gressmen and Senators, and beg them 
not to make asses of themselves by 
passing such a bill. 


Variation 
DETERIORATION OF from standard 


PHARMACEUTICALS strength of ga- 


lenicals will sometimes occur from un- 
avoidable causes, and at other times 
from accident or oversight not due ta 
criminal carelessness. It is shown else- 
where in this issue that evaporation of 
the alcohol in tincture of iodine and 
spirit of camphor may cause the prepa- 
ration to be above strength. The same 
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cause in other cases may result in a 
weakening of the preparation by loss 
through deposit of some of the active 
constituents. Other changes of a 
chemical nature due to the action of 
light, warmth, etc., may produce de- 
terioration and consequent departure 
from standard strength and quality. 
Under our Pure Drugs Law and most 
similar laws, both state and federal, a 
druggist is liable to arrest and fine in 
all such cases, though he may not be 
censurable either for wilful adultera- 
tion or negligence. It is to be hoped 
that all such laws will be administered 
in the spirit of the Rhode Island Food 
and Drugs Act which “allows for varia- 
tion from the established standard for 
foods and drugs when the same is due 
to evaporation of volatile constituents 
or other changes over which the drug- 
gist has no control, provided he can 
prove he has shown due care in the 
handling of the preparation.” While 
we can see some danger of such an al- 
lowance being abused, we should like 
to see it incorporated into our own 
State law, for there are many cases in 
which this law may work injustice on 
an honest pharmacist, under existing 
conditions. Such problems as the alco- 
hol content in fluid extracts, tinctures, 


etc., the amount of moisture allowable 
in crude and powdered drugs, the de- 
gree of purity attainable at reasonable 
cost in many chemicals and chemical 
preparations, the impairment neces- 
sarily occasioned by keeping these and 
other things, need to be thoroughly 
threshed out before the laws are in- 
flexibly administered. Our tests and 
methods of assay are not infallible. It 
is gratifying to know that there is 
already much activity in the investiga- 
tion of these topics, so that it is prob- 
able that the pharmacopoeia of I9QIO 
will be as nearly perfect in these 
respects as the present state of science 
can make it.

AND MEASURES 
IN LABORATORY 
WORK 


Fhose who 


have accustomed 
themselves to the 
use of metric 
weights and measures in manufactur- 
ing never like to go back to the old 
avoirdupois weights and wine meas- 
ures, because the former system is 


simplicity itself in comparison with the 


latter, and practically eliminates all 
errors due to miscalculation. ‘There is 
often considerable inaccuracy in the 
ordinary weights and graduated meas- 
ures, and this is a source of danger 
under these new drug laws. In any 
case, only the most accurate graduates 
should be employed, and drug labora- 
tory weights should be tested from 
time to time. An investment of a few 
dollars in accurately graduated meas- 
ures is a sort of safety insurance for 
the ordinary worker and a time-saving 
device for more exact operators. 


EFFECT OF Mis 
KEEPING ON nard, State 
PHARMACEUTICALS 


Food and Drug 
Commissioner of Indiana, has shown in 
the Pharmaceutical Review that both 
tincture of iodine and spirit of cam- 
phor increase in strength by keeping, 
owing to the evaporation of part of the 
alcohol. He made standard prepara- 
tions of each and assayed them when 
freshly prepared. He then divided the 
product into five parts as follows: 


No. I in a glass stoppered bottle 
wrapped in black paper. 

No. 2 in a similar bottle, but not pro- 
tected from light. 

No. 3 in a similar bottle, exposed to 
direct sunlight. 

No. 4 in a bottle stoppered with an 
ordinary velvet cork. 

No. 5 in an unstoppered bottle. 


These were examined at the follow- 
ing periods after making: Two, four, 
six, eight, ten and twelve weeks; and 
four, four and a half, five, seven and 
eight months. The first four samples, 
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contrary to statements made and 
opinions expressed by some druggists, 
showed practically no change, while 
No. 5 (unstoppered) gradually in- 
creased from 100 per cent of U. S. P. 
strength to over 300 per cent, or three 
times the official strength. 

Almost identical results were ob- 
tained in the experimenting with spirit 
of camphor. It seems probable, there- 
fore, that when these preparations are 
found in drug stores below the required 
strength, it will be due to error or 
carelessness in manufacture. 


UNIVERSITY #£=Another college of 
SCHOOLS OF pharmacy has entered a 
PHARMACY 

university. The Cleve- 
land School of Pharmacy has become a 
part of the Western Reserve Univer- 
sity. In the official announcement of 
this fact it is stated that “among the 
motives for this incorporation is the 
desire to give the school a university 
standard and association. It is also 
proposed to give to the course of study 
certain larger relationships than its 
merely technical requirements would 
demand. It is hoped to raise the stand- 
ards of education which it offers.” It 
is to be desired that the expectations 
here expressed will be speedily realized. 
It can hardly fail to secure higher 
standards of education. 

The California College of Pharmacy 
has for many years had the stimulus 
of university association, especially 
during the administration of President 
Wheeler. When a closer union has 
been effected, which will probably be 
within a few years, it is certain that 
this college will advance both in its 
matriculation requirements and in its 


curriculum, greatly to the benefit of 
scientific pharmacy.

I made a clear solution by dissolving 
the Quinine in a little water with the addi- 
tion of a small amount of hydrochloric acid, 
but on adding the Liquor Pot. Arsenitis 
it turned turbid. Why? 


How can a solution of Quin. Hydro- 
chloride be made for hypodermic use? 
Also a solution of Quin. Sulph. for hypo- 
dermic use? N. 


The reason you had trouble with 
your prescription was that your Fow- 
ler’s solution is alkaline, containing 
free potassium carbonate; your quinine 
solution was acid, as it had to be, in 
order to dissolve that amount of qui- 
nine in that amount of water. When 
the Fowler’s solution was added to the 
acid quinine solution, the quinine was 
precipitated. You ask if it would be 


dangerous to dispense the prescription. 
There is danger of the arsenic being 
thrown out of solution, but if a large 
amount of hydrochloric acid were 
added it might be kept in solution. 


The best way to dispense that pre- 
scription would be to use liquor acidi 
arsenosi instead of Fowler’s solution. 
It contains the same amount of arsenic 
in an acid menstruum, as Fowler’s 
does in an alkaline. Of course, the 
physician should be notified of the 
change and the reason for it. Dis- 
pensed in this way a perfectly bright 
solution is obtained. 


If a physician wishes to administer 
quinine. hypodermically, he should use 
the hydrochloride which is probably 
sufficiently soluble without the addi- 
tion of acid. If he requires a stronger 
solution than can be made in this way, 
a very small amount of hydrochloric 
acid might be used. But free acid is 
objectionable, because irritating.

AT HOW MUCH SHOULD A PHAR- 
MACIST FIGURE HIS TIME IN 
FILLING PRESCRIPTIONS ?*

Friends and fellow members: ‘The 
subject assigned to me is “At how 
much should a pharmacist figure his 
time in filling prescriptions?” 

This subject is one that is discussed 
considerably and on which there is a 
ereat diversity of opinion. A method 
which has been tried is always accepted 
by the people at large in preference to 
an idea and one that is a method of 
circumstance (or we might say, a 
creature of environment) and that has 
been used by practically all, is a 
method that should be attacked with 
some hesitancy. 

I, personally, feel that as professional 
services are rendered in the filling of 
a prescription something in the way 
of professional prices should be 
charged. The present method of 
charging so much per ounce or per 
dozen is obsolete and unprofessional. 

The average prescription business 
represents approximately Io per cent 
of the total sales and is one of the de- 
partments that can take on a healthy 
increase in pricing without the laity 
offering special protest, or having rea- 
son to feel that they are being fleeced. 

A pharmacist must have a reasonable 
figure for his wares, as does any other 
shopkeeper. 

It takes a gross profit of 35 per cent 
to show a reasonable profit on his in- 
vestment and there are many things 
sold below this margin. Today we 
are having a taste of the cut-rate busi- 
ness where goods are sold at or below 
cost. This necessitates other prices be- 
ing boosted.

At this time the percentage lost 
through cut rates is almost unworthy 


of consideration, were it not for the 


fact that it is a growing evil that will 
compel inverse pricing. As these prices 
fall others must go up in number and 
amount to offset the margins lost on 
them. 


We are tradespeople as well as men 
of a profession, and if we are to get the 
best results from our efforts we must 
not neglect either. In the prescription 
business of the present day we are 
compelled to look on the merchandis- 
ing side as well as the professional. 
The cost of the goods entering into 
them is a serious proposition, and at 
times we are glad to get off even. The 
expensive goods are invariably PAT- 
ENTS. If our prescription contained 
only U. S. P. or N. F. preparations 


their cost to us would be almost incon- 


siderable when compared to the aver- 


age cost of prescriptions of today. 


This cost’ would only represent our 


time (or practically so), and if time 


entered into the prescription business 
of today I would have a real excuse 
for writing this paper. 

Until such time as the PATENTS 
have become the small end of the pre- 
scription business it would seem almost 
folly to do other than figure what you 
ought to get, and get as much of this 
as you can. 


At the present time the average 
price seems to be approximately as 
follows:

There are some prices, however, 


that are not average prices and do not 


come under the head of patents. 

They had best be called HOLD-UP 
PRICES and are for prescriptions for 
venereal diseases. I heard one pharma- 
cist state, I may say boast, that “a fel- 
low never got out of his store in a case 
of this kind until he had parted with a 
five spot.” Now this is not a case 
where a patient got five dollars of time 
or medicine. He got BUNCOED. He 
got it in the neck and submitted rather 
than make a howl, as he was afraid of 
getting some notoriety that he was not 
seeking. This pharmacist keeps well 
in mind the attitude of the patient in 
these matters and invariably uses this 
opportunity for graft. 

Now this kind of pricing hurts. It 
not only hurts the shop where the 
holdup occurred, but it gives the pa- 
tient the idea that all pharmacists are 
holdups. This practice is confined to 
a few stores, however; but being in 
prominent stores, the cases are much 


more conspicuous than they otherwise 
would be. 


Another evil that should be remedied 
is under-pricing. This is generally the 
result of ignorance of the cost of goods 
or of the time required to finish the 
preparation, and as such can easily be 
remedied; but the malicious under- 
pricing of a copy or a refill is another 
thing. This is malicious and premedi- 
tated and is like stabbing a man in the 
back. He is hurt, but may never know 
by whom. This is generally followed 
by the remark to the surprised cus- 
tomer that “you will always find this 
difference between our prices and 


Brown’s. 


When a prescription calls for a pat- 
ent in the original package there is but 
one thing to be done and that is to 
charge the regular retail price. When 
the prescription calls for the prepara- 
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tion in some other package you have 
to get something for your package, 
time and label. But even here, if he 
figured time there would practically be 
nothing to figure. , 

If, however, there is a chance to use 
his skill by doing something more than 
pouring the preparation into another 
package there is an excuse for charg- 
ing for time, and a reason for charging 
more than the retail price. 

Maintaining strictly the lines of the 
subject assigned me, we must ethically 
figure that the pharmacist should re- 
ceive the same compensation as other 
professions of the same high plane. 
Figuring that he receives $10.00 per 
day of six hours he should charge at 
the rate of three cents per minute for 
the time actually used in filling and 
labelling the prescription, besides the 
cost of the goods, and he should have 
a sufficient number of prescriptions to 
keep him busy for at least half of his 
time. 

At this price it would be a losing 
game with the pharmacist, as not more 
than two hours per day are required by 
the average man in this work. 

I Do Not Believe 
that under present conditions the phar- 
macist should depart from his present 
methods of getting in reason what he 
can for this’ class of goods. 

It Would Not Be Practical 

to charge for the time consumed in 
doing the work. 


SALESMANSHIP 
By H. D. Morgan, Ph. C. 


There's a little song that says, “If 
you can't be good, oh, very, very good, 
why then, of course, you must be care- 
ful.” Even so as a salesman—if you 
can't be a good one, then, of course, be 
observing. | 

Notice what your customers like. 
Notice when you “hand them some’ 
that you don't hand them some 
“lemon” rather than a “sugar-coated,”’ 
well-wrapped little package and smile 
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—yes, if the editor would permit our 
quoting “The Virginian” when he ad- 
dresses T'rampas, “Smile when you say 
‘One dollar and fifty cents, please.’ ”’ 
Your customer, seeing you happy, may 
also be (made) happy. Don’t be afraid 
you ll give your customers too much 
attention—we all like attention. 


The lesson comes back to the writer 
—one learned many years ago from a 
pamphlet issued by a book-selling con- 
cern. Their advice was: First, “Ad- 
dress your prospective customer pleas- 
antly.” Second, “Say something to 
make him feel at ease—possibly some- 
thing about that which may be of in- 
terest to him—perhaps something 
slightly complimentary. If it happens 
to be a lady with a child, don’t forget 
to notice the child.” ‘Third, “Make him 
want (yes WANT) that which you 
have to sell. The desire to possess on 
his part will be stronger than the de- 
sire on your part to dispose of, and 
you have made a sale.” 

When selling goods, bear in mind 
the virtues only and the good qualities 
of the article, for the mere thought of 
the poor value may cause the expres- 
sion on your face to discourage your 
prospective customer. 


Little pleasantries—a joke to some, 
while only a pleasant word to others— 
as to these you must be guarded in 
your familiarity. You will have to be 
your own judge as to whether you can 
joke with your customer. Many a 
“long” face will be wreathed in smiles 
by a quick, snappy joke. DON’T take 


all day to tell a joke that only you see 


the point. DON’T SAY, “That re- 
minds me.” Cut right in and tell it. 
NEVER laugh at your own joke—that 
isn’t what you tell it for. If your audi- 
ence doesn’t laugh, don’t you, for they 


may think you are laughing at their | 


dullness. Jokes in sympathy with our 
condition or on the goods we are pur- 
chasing are the ones most appreciated. 


When you show goods don’t dump 
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everything in the store onto the show- 
case. Remember, the more goods you 
show the harder will be the choice. It 
is easier to choose one of two than one 
of six. | 

As your customer shows plainly that 
he doesn’t want certain goods, quietly 
put them away, for you may be able 
to reproduce them and he not realize 
nor recognize them, and really buy the 
first thing you showed him the second 
time. | 

Should he ask for a toothbrush, don’t 
ask, “Ten, fifteen or twenty-five cent 
kind?” Say, “All right, sir, right here; 
this is our SPECIAL. We are selling 
them for a quarter, and we guarantee 
every bristle in the brush.” 

That word “special” sounds good to 
a whole lot of us. A man buying a 
toothbrush is apt to need tooth-powder, 
paste or liquid, and don’t you forget it. 

DON’T be AFRAID to learn the 


cost as well as the selling price of 


goods. It won’t hurt you, and is an 
asset to your value as a clerk. 
Oftentimes in making a sale the 
“psychological moment” arrives. Don’t 
wait for “I’ll take this one.” Help it 


along by “All right, it was this one, 


was it?’ And pick up the one he 
seemed to like most (if it isn’t the 
cheapest one in the lot). Don’t be 
afraid to suggest when selling goods. 
Suggestion does a great deal more than 
you realize. Your judgment goes toa 
high mark with the general run of 
customers. 


Take pains and explain, tell why this 
particular article is superior to that. 
Don’t forget that superiority lies in 
material and manufacture. 


Don’t recommend goods you can’t 


guarantee. Don’t be afraid to say so; 
you'll sell the goods you guarantee. 
You can’t be too pleasant nor too 


courteous to children, cripples and old 
folks. 


Colored people and foreigners make 
first-class customers when treated as 
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an old Chinaman said, when some boys 
hung a “Kick me” sign on his back, 
“Allee samee white man.” They will 
go out of their way and will hang 
around and wait for the man who is 
“civil” to them. “Money is money 
from any hand.” 

Don’t argue with a customer. Let 
the boss do that. He is the man to 
settle disputes. If the trouble is not 
easily adjusted, call the manager or 
proprietor. 

When you are about to fill a beer 
bottle with wood alcohol, DON’T 
YOU DOTIT. It’s a bad habit. But, 
if you MUST, scrape off all the drink 
label and paste a good big POISON 
label where it can be seen. You may 
have to face a coroner’s jury some day 
if you don't. 

Right here, DON’T forget to label 
everything correctly and plainly. 

An ill-shaped, awkward package is 
a disgrace to the clerk who ties it up; 
while a neat, well-tied package is a 
credit to the clerk and to the store. 

Don’t go up to a customer with to- 
bacco juice in the corner of your 
mouth, chewing a wad of gum, and last, 
but not least, DON’T SMELL OF 
BOOZE. This will shake a customer’s 
confidence quicker than anything I 
know. 


Your personal appearance counts for 
lots—clean linen, a smooth’ shave, 
trimmed hair and polished shoes help 
people to think you know your busi- 
ness. At least once in a while brush 
your teeth, and don’t wear clothing you 
can’t see for spots. Even though the 
goods are old, keep ’em clean. The 
boss can’t pay the shabby clerk a neat 
salary. 

Now if there is anything that hasn’t 
been mentioned, make mental note of it 
and go to practice. When you improve 
yourself your boss will notice, and if 
he doesn’t his competitor will, and you 
may work in the other store for a 
higher salary.

525. Malus rivularis Roem. Oregon 
crabapple. Rosacez. 

The sour fruits used in fevers, in 
wine making, etc. 

526. Malva species. Mallows. Mal- 
vacez. 

Very abundant in the State. Many 
introduced species cultivated as orna- 
mental plants, arbor plants, etc. They 
possess demulcent properties. | 

527. Malva _ parviflora. Mallow. 
Malvacee. 

Has laxative properties; useful in 
indigestion. Eaten in India. Seeds 
used as a demulcent in coughs and 
colds and in urinary troubles. 

528. Malvastrum coccineum. Red 
false mallow. Malvacee. 

A forage plant. Reported to be 
‘poisonous. 

529. Mandragora officinarum L. 
Mandrake. Solanacez. 

A European herb fained in history 
and folk lore. Was formerly credited 
with all manner of supernatural powers 
and marvelous curative properties.

A very common weed along road- 
sides and in neglected dry fields. A 
well-known medicinal plant, which can 
be grown without any difficulty what- 
ever. Whites as well as Indians use a 
leaf decoction for coughs and colds and 
to check diarrhea. Used in cough 
drops and confections.

PURITY OF SOME OFFICIAL AND 
NON-OFFICIAL DRUGS AND 
CHEMICALS* 

By A. R. L. Dohme and H. Engelhardt | 


The chemicals and drugs examined 
in the laboratory during the period 
from June I, 1907, to June I, 1908, to- 
tal number, 10,072, showed in general 
a much higher purity than in former 
years, due without any doubt to the 
Pure Food and Drugs Act. A small 


percentage only did not meet the re- 


quirements of the U. S. P. and the 
leading text-books, and consequently 
had to be rejected. The following 
products did not come up to the re- 
quired standard.

Association at the meeting in Hot Springs, 
Ark., Sept. 7-12, 1908. 
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Acacia. One sample contained an 
excess of mineral matter, viz., 8 per 
cent. | 

Aspirin. One sample was rejected 
on account of a strong odor of acetic 
acid. 

Asafetida. It is very difficult to ob- 
tain a good gum. Many. shipments 
and samples had to be rejected, con- 
taining not sufficient alcohol-soluble 
matter or yielding too much ash on 
incineration, or being faulty in both 
respects. The following figures speak 
for themselves:

etc., the requirements of the U. S. P. 
being that not less than 50 per cent 
should be soluble in alcohol; ash not 
more than 15 per cent. 


Arsenous Acid. Three shipments 


were rejected, assaying 97 per cent and 
98 per cent respectively only. 

Aconite Root. We did not experi- 
ence any difficulty in procuring a good 
drug; shipments with 0.7 per cent 
—o.g per cent alkaloids could easily 
be obtained. 

Belladonna Root. Although we did 
not experience any trouble in securing 
our supply of this drug with a higher 
alkaloidal strength than required by 
the U. S. P., we have examined sam- 
ples which fell considerably below the 
standard, assaying as low as 0.17 per 
cent of total mydriatic alkaloids. Some 
figures may illustrate this deficiency. 
0.17 per cent., 0.28 per cent, 0.20 per 
cent, 0.40 per cent, 0.41 per cent, 0.45 
per cent, etc. 

Belladonna Leaves. This drug was 
also obtainable in sufficiently good 


quality, although some samples were 
submitted to us with mydriatic alka- 
loids as low as 0.22 per cent, 0.25 per 
cent, 0.30 per cent, 0.27 per cent, 0.25 
per cent, etc., necessitating rejection. 

Barley Malt. Considerable trouble 
was experienced with barley malt, as 
most of the samples examined con- 
tained too much acid, and did not 
have the proper amount of diastase, 
which would make them unfit for use 
in making malt extracts. For deter- 
mining the quality of malt and its 
preparations, we used the method 
adopted by Harrison and Gair, pub- 
lished in the Year Book of Pharmacy, 
1906, which we found to answer very 
well. 

Bismuth Subcarbonate. One ship- 
ment was rejected on account of its 
dark color. 

Natural Benzoic Acid. In two sam- 
ples a considerable amount of chlorides 
was found to he present, and the chem- 
ical, therefore, was apparently adul- 
terated with synthetic benzoic acid. 

Siam Benzoin. A sample of this 
drug was rejected, yielding 90 per cent 
of alcohol-soluble matter only, as com- 
pared with 95 per cent as required by 
tre: P. 

Copaiba. The shipments of this bal- 
sam were all satisfactory with one ex- 
ception, which speaks well for the Pure 
Food and Drugs Law. The rejected 
sample contained more than the al- 
lowed amount of gurjun balsam. We 
have tried the method for detecting 
this adulteration communicated by 
Turner in Pharm. Centralhalle, 1907, 
page 425, and we find that it gives 
very good results. For detection of 
rosin we have applied with much suc- 
cess the method published by Walbum 
in the Pharm. Centralhalle, 1907, page 


437, and we have found the method to 


be superior to that originated by Bo- 
setti. 

Peru Balsam. The shipments have 
been of good quality also. Attention 
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may be called to perugen, so-called 
synthetic Peru balsam. This name, 
however, is a misnomer, and should 
read “artificial,” as it is a mixture of 
the various constituents of Peru bal- 
sam with styrax. To distinguish the 
artificial product from the natural, the 
method published by Dieterich in the 
Berichte der deutschen Pharm. Gesell- 
schaft, 1908, No. 3, may be applied 
with good results. 

Styrax. One shipment had to be re- 
jected on account of too large an 
amount of water being present. 

Chloroform. We have examined 
several makes of chloroform “pro nar- 
cosi,’ and have found that not one 
answered perfectly the requirements 
as laid down in the Ph. Ned. We 
wish to emphasize again that the new 
U.S. P. should adopt a chloroform for 
anesthetic use, with stringent require- 
ments similar to those published in 
other pharmacopoeias of recent date. 

Calcium Chloride. We received and 
rejected a lot of calcium chloride, U. 
S. P., which contained about 28 per 
cent of magnesium chloride. 


Carbolic Acid. Three samples as- 
sayed less than 96 per cent of absolute 
phenol.

Collodion. One lot, which answered

all the requirements of the U.S. P. as_ 


to the percentage of pyroxylin, etc., 
became very cloudy when mixed with 
balsam of fir and castor oil, and after 
standing for 24 hours, a heavy sedi- 
ment was produced in the mixture. 


Camphor. All the samples examined 
were specimens of natural camphor 
with the exception, possibly, of one, 
which had to be rejected on account 
of its odor and too low a melting-point. 
As synthetic camphor has a lower M. 
P. than natural, and when produced 
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etc., this sample may be considered as 
a synthetic product, although Borisch’s 
reaction with  vanillin-hydrochloric 
acid did not give positive results. One 
lot of camphor had a dark color and 
disagreeable odor, and was rejected. 

Cocoa. A sample of powdered cocoa 
had to be rejected, containing about 25 
per cent of powdered shells. 

Chlorinated Lime. Some difficulty 
was experienced in purchasing this 
article. Several shipments assayed 
much below the required 30 per cent 
of available chlorine. 

Colchicum Seed. The percentage of 
colchicine varied from 0.4 per cent to 
0.6 per cent. The results obtained by 
the assay method of the U. S. P. are 
too high, and the method should be re- 
vised. By using Panchaud’s method 
a colchicine free from any admixtures 
can be obtained. 

Calcium Sulphide (Sulphuretted 
lime). Several shipments were re- 
jected, not yielding sufficient sulphur- 
etted hydrogen. 

Cinchona Barks. About 30 per cent 
of the samples examined assayed be- 
low the U.S. P. standard. It has been 
pointed out in our last paper that the 
assay process of the U. S. P. gives 
somewhat too low results even with 
the modifications adopted later, and 
might advantageously be replaced by 
Fromme’s method. This method gives 
higher and, without doubt, more accu- 
rate results. 


Ergot. This drug last year again 
showed up rather poorly. A drug with 
0.2 per cent of cornutine, not infre- 
quent in former years, could hardly be 
obtained. Although the determination 
of the percentage of cornutine is of a 
relative value only, it can serve, prob- 


ably as well as any other method 


known today, for the valuation of the 
drug. 
Gold and Sodium Chloride. Two 


shipments assayed 24 per cent of 
metallic gold only. The samples were

marked, however, “for photographic 
purposes,’ and were sent by mistake. 

Henbane. The shipments were not 
at all of the good quality as obtained 
in former years. Leaves with 0.14 per 
cent of mydriatic alkaloids which at 
one time could be obtained easily, were 
rather rare. 


Ipecac. A sample was submitted, 
assaying 0.938 per cent of total alka- 
Toids only. 

Jalap. This year again it was dif- 
ficult to obtain this drug with the re- 
quired amount of resin, viz., 7 per cent. 
A large number of samples assayed be- 
low this standard. Immature root is 
largely the cause of this. England 
gets the choicest jalap, and it is only 
by rejecting the inferior quality that 
we will teach the Mexicans to send us 
what we want. 


Kaolin. A shipment was strongly 
adulterated with calcium carbonate. 


Powd. Ext. Licorice. In a shipment 
offered to us 30 per cent of water in- 
soluble matter (starch) was found. 


Lupulin. A shipment contained only 
56 per cent of ether soluble matter, 
while the U. S. P. requires 60 per cent. 
The ash obtained by incinerating the 
drug with ammonium nitrate amounted 
to 23.4 per cent (U. S. P. not more 
than 10 per cent). 


Milk Sugar. The test of the revised 
U. S. P. to detect cane sugar in milk 
sugar works very well. A new test 
for cane sugar communicated by An- 
selmino in the Pharm. Centralhalle, 
1908, page 99, depending on the fer- 
mentative action of yeast on cane sugar 
was repeatedly tried in this laboratory, 
but no satisfactory results could be 
obtained. 


Methylene Blue. The requirements 
for ash, viz., 0.4 per cent, are rather 
stringent. We repeatedly received 
samples of this preparation which 
yielded ash up to 1.2 per cent. The 
ash was perfectly free from zinc. 


Magnesium Oxide. The test of the 
U. S. P. for carbonate is rather indis- 
tinct. A quantitative determination 
would be advisable. 


Nitrous Ether Concentrated. A 
shipment had to be rejected, assaying 
75 per cent of absolute nitrous ether 
only instead of 90 per cent as claimed. 


Potassium Permanganate. A ship- 
ment contained a considerable quantity 
of sulphate. 


Quinine and Urea Hydrochloride. 
Goods of the exact melting-point of 
this, which is generally given as 70-71° 
C., could very seldom be obtained; 
most of the samples melted at a some- 
what higher temperature. 


As Papain is used very much at the 
present time, an accurate assay method 
for this ferment would be desirable. 
The digestive test with blood-fibrin 
does not give satisfactory results. 


Resin Scammony. We have exam- 
ined a great many samples, but we 
have found that a true resin, the virgin 
resin of the U. S. P., can hardly be ob- 
tained. Most of the samples submitted 
were either resins extracted by alcohol 


from the true root, or extracted with.a 


suitable solvent from the Mexican root, 
Orizaba Mexicana, or were a mixture 
of both. The solubilities in ether and 
chloroform of the last three mentioned 
products vary widely from those ob- 
tained in virgin scammony derived 
from the exudate scammony. It is an 
established fact, however, that these 


two non-official resins are therapeutic- 


ally as active as the virgin resin, and 
it would be very desirable if the com- 
mittee of revision of the next U. S. P. 
would investigate this matter, and if 
found acceptable, as we have found it 
to be, that the extracted resins also be 
made official. There is at present little 
virgin scammony resin obtainable. 


Scopola Root. Sixty per cent of the 
samples were deficient in alkaloids. 
We have noticed that a drug with 0.7 
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per cent to 0.8 per cent of alkaloids, 
which in former years could easily be 
obtained, was impossible to get. We 
would again point out that this drug 
should be made officially interchange- 
able with belladonna. We suggested 
in a paper read last year, “Scopola 
versus Belladonna,’ and we find sev- 
eral German authorities have agreed 
with us. We would like to suggest 
that to settle this matter a committee 
consisting of Messrs. S. W. Williams, 
H. H. Rusby, F. B. Kilmer, Reid Hunt 
and A. R. L. Dohme be appointed to 
study the question fully and report to 
this section next year. 

Stearic Acid. The melting-point as 
given in the U. S. P., viz.,. 50" C. for 
commercial acid seems to be rather 
high; most of the samples examined 
melted at 54-55° C. | 

Saffron has been omitted from the 
present U. S. P. This is unfortunate, 
in our opinion, as this drug is still used 
considerably and is frequently adul- 
terated. 

Salicylic Acid. We have examined 


salicylic acid and its derivatives ac-_ 


cording to Carletti for phenol and 
phenol-like bodies. The results of these 
investigations will be reported in de- 
tail in another paper to be presented 
to this society. 

Sodium Hypophosphite showed too 
strong an alkalinity, containing over 2 
per cent of sodium carbonate. 

It has been difficult always to esti- 
mate the volatile alkaloids volumetric- 
ally. In case of Sparteine Sulphate we 
have recently applied the Prescott-Gor- 
din iodometric method, and we have 
obtained very good results by it. This 
method we invariably apply for the es- 
timation of sparteine in tablets, etc. 

Scopolamine Hydrobromide. The 
optically active form seems to be mar- 
keted exclusively. In former years we 
often received the inactive variety, but 
during the last year only one shipment 
’ showed a deficiency in the rotatory 


power. 
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Sterilization. The U. S. P. should 
go into this thoroughly. It is now 
almost the only pharmacopceia that ig- 
nores this most important question. 

Vanillin very often showed a lower 
melting point than given by the U. S. P. 

A shipment of Yellow Mercurous 
Iodide had to be rejected, as it con- 
tained too much red mercuric iodide. 

Zinc Phosphide. One lot showed a 
presence of Al, Fe, Pb, and As. 

In our report last year we pointed 
out that the volatile oils frequently did 


not come up to the requirements of the 


U. S. P. During the last year these 
chemicals have been received of a 
much greater purity, and only a few 
did not answer the official tests. 

Very much trouble was experienced 
with Ethereal Oil, either the sp. g. or 
the color often being wrong. 

Oil of Wintergreen Natural also 
showed too deep a color occasionally. 

For some oils the requirements of 
the U. S. P. should be more stringent, 
especially for Oil of Cade and Oil of 
Juniper. Preparations, grossly adul- 
terated, can easily escape the lenient 
tests of the U.S. P. | 

The optical rotation of Sandal Oil 
is entirely too high. We do not wish 
to refer to this oil here, as this subject 
will be dealt with in another article. 

Some very bad oils were offered for 
sale, and may be mentioned here. 


Croton Oil with a sp. gr. 0.899 in- 
stead of 0.935-0.950, and a saponifica- 
tion value of 119 instead of 205. 

Oil Eucalyptus polarizing —21° in- 
stead of “not more than + 10°.” 

Oil of Bitter Orange. 4, — -+60° 
instead of not less than -++90°. 

‘Savin Oil. 4, = —22° instead of 
+40° to +60°.

But is it substitution to fill a pre- 
scription with “Comp. Elix. Squiz” 


instead of “Squizaro,” or to reverse 


the operation?

Apparently the preparations in the 
right hand column have been made to 
imitate those in the other column or 
to be used as substitutes for them. 
Whether this be so or not, it is not 
fair and, in our judgment, not permis- 


sible, to dispense Elixir Aletris Comp. 
when Aletris Cordial is called for, or 
Elixir Digestiv. Comp. when Elixir of 
Lactopeptine is prescribed. When a 
firm has, by the application of business 


energy and capacity and the expendi- | 
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ture of money, created a demand for an 
article of merchandise, it is not fair 
for another firm to put on the market 
an imitation of that one, or a substitute 
for it, which, either in name, appear- 
ance or other particulars is intended 
to create the impression that it is os- 
tensibly the same. The same principle 
holds good with medicinal prepara- 
tions. 
themselves imitations which have been 
exploited by enterprising dealers, who 
have copyrighted or trademarked the 
names of such preparations in order to 
obtain a monopoly of their sale, they 
are in much the same position as the 
man who gets possession of another 
man’s invention, patents it, and then 
claims a monopoly of its manufacture 
and sale. When a person wants to 
know whether or not he may equit- 
ably sell a preparation in some points 
resembling that of another man, let 
him apply the golden rule. Where- 
ever that old rule won’t work, let him 
keep his hands off.

WEIGHT SHORTAGE 


Robert S. Perry, in an address before the 
Carnegie Institution, Pittsburgh, spoke of 
the effects of the Pure Food and Drugs re- 
form movement, and the importance of the 
work of the technical chemist. Among 
other things he said: 

“The national pure food law and the pure 
food laws of many States, the laws requiring 
the analysis of all artificial fertilizers, the 
laws to control short weight and _ short 
measure, all these and many more are 
merely surface indications of the commer- 
cial evolution through which we are surely 
passing and which today and which in the 
future will emphasize and modify the de- 
mands made by commerce upon the at- 
tainments and the resources of the chemist 
and the mechanical, the electrical and the 
chemical engineer. 

The American markets, that is, the pur- 
chasing of the American people at large— 
of the. average, every-day citizen and the 
methods used—are comparatively crude 
and involve both loss and waste. Investi- 
gation of the tendencies of the times will 
show that the next great development and 
improvement in American industry and 
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commerce will unquestionably occur in the 
buying habits and conditions surrounding 
purchases, both for the benefit of the 
American corporations and also for the 
average American citizen. This progress 
with its necessary reforms will re-act upon 
and further develop and influence the con- 
ditions of industrial production. 

“The highly perfected and organized 
forces of production in many lines have 
been faced with the great temptation to 
trade upon the helplessness and ignorance 
of the small dealer and the citizen-buyer. 
The industrial concern that has attempted 
to maintain full integrity and full value in 
its package or product has been at a dis- 
advantage against the man with the less 
valuable package or product, who has 
already yielded to the opportunities of the 
situation. 

“The amount of short weight and short 
measure, in fact, the amount of short value 
or deception imposed upon the whole 
American people is literally stupendous and 
runs into hundreds of millions of dollars 
ner year. 


“Let any man wishing to verify this state- 
ment go into the nearest grocery store, 
and from the grocery store to the drug 
store, and test the package goods against 
their proper net weight and net measure. 
Let this same man take the census statistics 
and determine the value of the liquor prod- 
ucts of America, sold in bottled form, and 
figure against this immense gross sum the 
shortage of measure, averaging over 20 
per cent, or one-fifth of the entire value, 
and he will get an idea of the immense 
shortage in actual delivered value that ex-_ 
isted prior to the enforcement of the pure 
food law, which has partly remedied this 
evil. 


Let our man turn next to the net weight 
of the meat products sold in package form, 
and he will find—not uniform—but none the 
less, grave shortages in the quantity the 
average citizen believes he is obtaining in 
the package. 

“The sales of all paint products exceed 
$100,000,000 annually, and here again, pre- 
vious to a reform inaugurated this year by 
some of the manufacturers themselves from 
within the National Association of Paint 
Manufacturers, investigation has shown that 
in ready-mixed paints, oil colors, white lead, 
etc., the average short weight and measure 
given to the American people exceeded 15 
per cent, or over $15,000,000. 

“These shortages, it is to be regretted, 
occur very generally throughout all Ameri- 
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can commerce. To show how universal this 
practice of shortage has become, the na- 
tional government in purchasing its supplies 
finds it necessary to particularly specify 
net weight and net measure on package 
goods purchased, and manufacturers fre- 
quently complain that this practice is a 
hardship and makes the government supply 
business unattractive because their prac- 
tices and packages do not conform to these 
standards. 

“It may be safely stated that the differ- 
ence between net, full—that is, nominal 
weight and measure, between that which the 
citizen-buyer who is poorly informed be- 
lieves he is getting—that is, between what 
the market should receive and the weight 
and measure actually received—there is an 
amount in annual value involved equal to 
more than the annual value of the great 
cotton crop in America.” 


HOW A STUDENT BECAME RICH 

Now that we are rebuilding a metropolis, 
mainly with cement, it is interesting to note 
that the inventor of the Portland cement, 
the most famous in the world, is still living. 
Isaac Charles Johnson, now 98 years of 
age, was the first man to make this uni- 
versally used product. He is active and 
alert, physically and mentally, and still has 
so much of business ability that he occu- 
pies the position of chairman and consult- 
ing director in the firm that manages the 
business. He has been Mayor of the town 
of Gateshead, and is at the present time a 
magistrate of the town of Gravesend. He 
still amuses himself with photographing 
and bicycling, which latter recreation he 
took up when about 87 years of age. A few 
more facts of the remarkable history of this 
gentleman will be of interest to our youth- 
ful readers. 

To a representative of Lloyd’s News Mr. 
Johnson talked with modesty of his extra- 
ordinary career, offering an object lesson in 
industry and perseverance to the boys of 
today. 

“IT began,” he remarked, “as a poor boy, 
the son of poor parents, having nothing of 
education beyond just the ‘three R’s.’ 

“T was first of all sent to work for a 
book-seller in Craven Street, Strand, but, 
although it gave me opportunities for good 
reading, the work was beyond my strength, 
for I was a very weak lad, and the despair 
of my mother. 

“Next I went to work at Vauxhall, en- 
gaging myself to Messrs. Francis & White 
for four shillings a week. 

“Later I was apprenticed as a builder for 
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four years, my wages for the last year being 
only eighteen shillings a week. 

“But I wanted something better than that, 
so I studied at night, and, when I knew 
enough of my trade, used to teach others, 
and so add to my earnings. 

“When I had finished my apprenticeship 
I worked a year as a journeyman. But I 
had learned drawing, among other things, 
and when a firm of architects suddenly lost 
their principal draughtsman, they heard of 
me, and asked me to assist them in the 
evenings.” 

That was the beginning of better times, 
and since then his fortunes have suffered 
no serious reverse. 

His employer heard of his evening work 
for the architect, and, being a wise man, 
thought if Johnson was of use to another 
firm, he would be of use to him. So into his 
drawing office he went. 

Then he began more serious studies, and, 
being a veritable glutton for knowledge, he 
added the study of sciences and languages 
to his recreations. 7 


The First “Portland Cement” 


In the meantime Mr. White had separated 
from his old partner at Vauxhall, and was 
desirous of building premises in Swans- 
combe, in Kent. 

The new premises were built for him by 
the man who, as a boy, he had employed at 
four shillings a week. He also built for 
them an “Elizabethan” cottage that is still 


standing. “That was over seventy years 


ago,’ the aged gentleman remarked, with a 
pleased laugh, adding: “I was only twenty- 
two then, and I stayed with Mr. White 
fourteen more. | | 
“While I was there I continued my studies 
in chemistry and other subjects, and experi- 
mented in various ways. As a result of one 
of my experiments I produced the first 
‘Portland cement’ ever made, which brought 
a great deal of money for the firm. But it 
was not done without plenty of ‘candle burn- 
ing, for I worked until eleven or twelve at 
night, and while the firm had made an im- 
mense fortune out of the cement discovery, 
I got my reward, because it made my name 
well known over the whole world. Now I. 
C. Johnson & Co., Ltd., have agents in 
every part oi the globe where cement is 


used.” 


Mr. Johnson is a man of independent 
thought, an earnest teetotaler, a writer of 


pamphlets, a preacher at times, in various. 


parts of the world, and a courteous Eng- 
lish gentleman of extremely attractive man- 
ner. He has been twice married.

LUNCH WITH A BACTERIOLOGIST 

A lawyer who had just returned from a 
Western city where he was interested in 
litigation affecting the local water works 
system was telling his partners his experi- 
ences, and remarked that he had made a 
firm resolution never to invite a bacteriolo- 
gist or an analytical chemist to luncheon 
again. 

“The thing happened very naturally,” said 
the lawyer. “The chemist, who happens to 
be one of the leading experts in the West 
on water analysis and is also professor of 
chemistry in one of the leading colleges 
out there, was called by my clients to give 
expert evidence. We left the courtroom for 
luncheon at the same time one day, and of 
course I invited him to go with me. 

“The chemist accepted and proved to be 
a delightful sort of person while we were 
waiting for luncheon to be served. He told 
me in his breezy Western way about things 
that interested me, and I was certain we 
were going to become firm friends, when the 
waiter began to bring on the food. 

“We had both ordered oyster soup and I 
fell to with vigor. I had been talking most 
of the forenoon and had worked up an ap- 
petite. Without a word of warning the ex- 
pert chemist opened up. 

“*T have never enjoyed oysters much 
since my friend, Professor , bacteriolo- 
gist of the Medical College, told me 
the result of some typhoid tests he had 
been making with oysters,’ said the chemist. 
‘I will spare you the awful truth about 
oysters, because you appear to be fond of 
them, but really I think they are very dan- 
gerous.’ 

“Naturally I didn’t relish those oysters as 
much as I expected to, and I side-tracked 
them as soon as possible for the next course. 
A perfectly harmless looking piece of roast 
beef came next, and immediately the chem- 
ist commented on how much tuberculosis 
there was existing in the herds of cattle 
throughout the immediate vicinity, and said 
he had been reliably informed that the 
Government inspection of meat was far 
from what it should be. 

“My roast beef immediately took on a 
peculiar flavor that seemed very suspicious. 
I ate very sparingly of it. 

“So it went all down the bill of fare. 
Articles of food that had been favorites 


from my youth caused the chemist to turn 
up his nose, because he had expert knowl- 


edge of a most derogatory kind about them. 
I was fast getting the impression that ‘I 
only thought I was hungry, when I spied 
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the ice cream and congratulated myself 
that here at least was something I could 
partake of heartily and be assured that I 
was Safe. 

“I had no more than started on the ice 
cream when the chemist said: 
~ “*You wouldn’t eat that ice cream if you 
knew what was in it.’ 

“I didn’t wait for any more. I suddenly 
remarked that I had a lot of work to do on 
my afternoon summing up of the water 
works case, and grabbing my hat, I fled, mak- 
ing a silent resolve that while expert chem- 
ical and bacteriological knowledge was very 
good in its place I didn’t care to have it 


served with my lunch.”—Montreal Pharm.

Federal government Issues Long List of 
Remedies Which Contain Alcohol. Gen- 
eral or Grocery Stores Selling Them 
Must Take Out Federal Liquor License 
of $25 a Year. 

From time to time the Federal Internal 
Revenue officials have issued abridged lists 
of patent medicines which contain alcohol 
and which cannot be sold without first se- 
curing a Federal liquor license which costs 
$25 a year. A complete list has just been 
issued which appears below. General mer- 
chants who carry patent medicines should 
bear in mind that this is a Federal ruling 
and much risk is taken in violating it. The 
Federal Internal Revenue officers cover 
their territory thoroughly and while it might 
be several months before an _ inspector 
checks up any particular stock, still on the 
other hand inspectors—who are always at 
work—may inspect your stock at any time.

PURE FOOD AND DRUGS WORK IN 
CALIFORNIA 


Prof. Meyer E. Jaffa, director of the 
State food and drug laboratory, has 
just returned from his trip East. He 
visited Chicago, Washington and New 
York City. He reports that there are 
excellent Federal laboratories in the 
cities named. The Department of Agri- 
culture is most anxious to aid the 
honest pharmacist and assurance is 
given that the drug work will be 
pushed fully as energetically as the 
food work. Lyman F. Kebler, chief 
of the bureau of chemistry is busily 
engaged perfecting standard 
methods. Professor Jaffa has received 
valuable suggestions applicable to the 
state work. It is the aim of the De- 
partment of Agriculture to co-operate 
as. much as possible with the state 
work. 

The California State Board of Health 
has recently appointed Dr. Albert 
Schneider state drug inspector. The 
plan is to center the attention upon the 
important crude and powdered drugs 
for some time. This will convey some 
idea as to the quality of the materials 
used in making the official and other 
preparations. Later the preparations, 
chemicals, etc., will be investigated. 
The chemical examination of drugs is 
done by Mehrtens. The microscopical 


work is done by Dr. Schneider. 


SPICES, CONDIMENTS, COCOA, TEA 
AND COFFEE IN DRUG STORES 


Recently some drug journals have 
suggested that druggists handle the 
above-named articles. The reasons 
given for making this suggestion are 
that the druggist is capable of judg- 
ing the purity and quality of these 
articles better than the grocer. It is 
true that he should be better qualified 
than the grocer, and in some instances 


this is undoubtedly the case. How- 
ever, extensive experience in the ex- 
amination of spices, etc., from gro- 
ceries and from drug stores shows that 
the materials common in both places 
of business show no material differ- 
ences as to purity and quality. In fact, 
it would appear that the spices of 
wholesale grocers are as a general 
thing purer than those of the wholesale 
drug dealer. 

It is true that graduates from a few 
leading colleges of pharmacy are by 
training and experience qualified to 
pass on the purity of spices and drugs, . 
but the percentage of such pharma- 
cists is very small. The great majority 
engaged in the drug business have 
never studied in any college and many 
others have put in time with so-called 
correspondence schools or with col- 
leges of wholly inadequate require- 
ments. It is high time for pharmacists 
to wake up to the fact that the phar- 
macist must be better qualified to per- 
form his duties. The old plea that a 
high, or rather adequate, college train- 
ing for pharmacists would bar worthy 
young men who cannot afford to at- 
tend college, is absurd in the extreme. 
Higher pharmacy regrets indeed that 
these worthy young men cannot attend 
college, but until they can find the 


.ways and means to take a full college 


course they had better, by far, leave 
pharmacy alone. 


ENGLISH MEDICINAL CROP OUT- 
LOOK 


From Stafford Allen & Sons, Limited, of 
London and Long Melford, Suffolk, Eng-. 
land, we are in receipt of a report on med- 
icinal crops and essential oil yielding plants 
cultivated by the firm. 

The report says the wet season of last 
year has had a prejudicial effect on the 
greater part of the medicinal crops and the 
cold spring has delayed growth. 
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Aconite (Aconitum Napellus).—Will be 
rather a short crop owing to lack of rain 
the last few weeks. Belladonna.—A fair 
crop, though late. The cold, wet spring has 
kept the plants back and they were not suf- 
ficiently advanced to ‘be damaged by the 
late frosts. The dry season has matured the 
herb too quickly; the crop will therefore 
not be a heavy one. Seedling plants badly 
want rain. Chamomile.——-An average crop, 
though rather late in flowering.  Dill.— 
Promises well, and, if weather permits good 
harvesting, we should have a good supply 
of oil. Foxglove-—The second year plants 
have done well, but the seedlings for next 
year badly want rain. Hemlock.—An aver- 
age crop, much later than usual. Henbane. 
—The wet weather of last year was bad for 
this, and a quantity of the first year plants 
died off altogether during the winter. The 
cold spring made the second year plants 
late in coming on, and they have now suf- 
fered from the drought, so that the crop 
will be a short one. The first year seedlings 
for next year’s crop are looking healthy, 
but badly want rain. Lavender—The 
bushes look very well, and if fine weather 
holds the oil should be above the average 
in quality, the fine weather suiting this 
plant. Peppermint.—Requires rain, but 
plants look healthy, and we anticipate a 
fair crop, with better oil than last year. 
Rosemary.—An average crop. Roses.— 
Very good crop; quite a “rose year.’— 
American Druggist.

—T’wo samples, 
one of Alexandrian and one of Tinne- 
velly leaves specially picked and 
ground, yielded 15.59 and 14.5 per cent 
of ash respectively.—Drug Topics.

BELLADONNA CULTURE IN CALI- 
FORNIA | 

The Johnson & Johnson belladonna 

cultural operations in California, under 

the management of Albert Schneider, 


are well under way for the season 


1908-1909. The experience of the sea- 
son 1907-1908 has made a complete 
alteration in methods necessary. The 
plan of seeding directly into the field 
has been abandoned. 

At this writing seeding is completed 
(in cold frames, canvas covered). 
Transplanting will begin in November 
and will continue, at intervals, as the 
weather permits, until about March 
15th. Excellent roots, enough to plant 
several acres, are left over from last 
year. In all, there are enough seedlings 
to plant about thirty acres. Arrange- 
ments have been made to irrigate (row 
or furrow method) should the seasonal 
conditions necessitate it. Last year’s 
effort was a partial failure, largely due 
to the remarkably dry season, the rain- 
fall having been about one-half of the

average. Tests made by F. B. Kilmer 
of the firm of Johnson & Johnson show 
that the belladonna grown in California 
is remarkably high in alkaloidal con- 
tent. This high standard has been 
verified in the laboratories of the Calli- 
fornia College of Pharmacy. 

Belladonna culture is not as simple 
as it might appear upon first considera- 
tion. The plant must be adapted to 
soil and climate and the habits and 
peculiarities of the plant must be 
studied in relationship to the new en- 
vironment. Workmen must be trained 
to perform the cultural operations 
properly, etc. If belladonna were easy 
of cultivation there would not be a 
scarcity of this drug. 


VARIABLE QUALITY OF GROUND 
DRUGS 


A correspondent sends us the follow- 


ing note: 


“How convenient to buy a powdered drug, 
all ready for percolation,” but when we find 
upon examination under a microscope that 
the nice No. 60 powder is 15 per cent drug, 
80 per cent sawdust and 5 per cent vege- 
table coloring matter, we conclude that the 
druggists of thirty years ago who bought 
their drugs whole and milled them them- 
selves were not unduly strenuous. 

P. S—Drug mills are fine for the biceps 
and deltoid muscles. 


The writer of the above is a student 
in the California College of Pharmacy, 
who is taking the special course for the 
examination of drugs, etc., in connec- 
tion with the Pure Food and Drugs 
Laws, and in so doing is applying mi- 
croscopic tests with varying results, 
finding some drugs up to standard and 
others showing all kinds of variations 
from standard. 


PEANUT OIL 

The probabilities are that with a lit- 
tle scientific attention it would be quite 
easy to develop an American peanut 
yielding well in oil and possessing the 
excellent tastes of the present types. 
A nut must be developed that will give 
32 to 33 per cent of its weight in oil. 
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It is true that American peanuts yield 
a very high grade oil, but not equal to 
pure olive oil. However, peanut is a 
very acceptable substitute for olive oil, 
and susceptible of being sold .on its 
own merits. The best or edible grades 
of Marseilles peanut oil always com- 
mand higher prices than any other oil 
except olive—Paint, Oil and Drug 
Review. 


TEST FOR THE PURITY OF LARD 

When pure melted lard is mixed with 
strong sulphuric or nitric acid only a 
slight color is produced, which may be 
yellowish, pinkish or very light brown. 
When cottonseed or other seed oils are 
present the color is yellowish brown to 
brownish black or even black. With 
silver nitrate solution pure lard pro- 
duces either no reduction at all or only 
the very slightest. Cottonseed oil 
causes a marked reduction, and the 
mixture becomes brownish or black 
from the reduced _ silver.—National 
Druggist. 


LACTIC ACID, BACILLI CULTURES 
IN NOSE, THROAT AND EAR 
WORK 

H. Holbrook Curtis, New York, has ex- 
perimented as to the treatment of the dis- 
eases of the upper respiratory passages 
with cultures of the lactic acid bacillus as 
topical applications, with marked success. 
The secretions were examined bacteriologic- 
ally before and after the treatment. It was 
found that the pyogenic bacteria had been 
destroyed in many cases. The preparation 
was used as a spray in the nasal passages 
and by injections into the various sinuses 
by means of catheters. It is of especial 
benefit in atrophic rhinitis, liquifying the 
crusts and causing the nose to present a 
much-improved aspect. There is no appli- 
cation that approaches it in efficacy in the 
treatment of mucopurulent secretions. The 
author describes the method of application 


and gives seven illustrative cases.—Medical

owned by the Compafiia Azufrera de Guas- 
cama, located at Cerritos on the San Luis 
division of the Mexican Central railway, 
are now shipping through this port about 
two thousand tons of crude sulphur per 
month. 


Mexican Soap Oil 

The advanced state of the port works at 
Manzanillo is calling a good deal of at- 
tention to the various resources of the 
Pacific Coast which can be handled through 
that port. An important and rather ne- 
glected product is the oil produced from 
the “coquito de aceite,’ a variety of the 
palm, which grows in abundance in the for- 
ests on the low lands along the Pacific 
Coast. This oil is especially valuable for 
the manufacture of toilet soap, also as a fine 
lubricating oil. In fact, for all those uses 
in which a high class vegetable oil is used. 


Differentiating Between Fluid Extracts of 
Frangula and Cascara Sagrada 

R. Rentsch (Pharm. Ztg., LIII, p. 289) 
states that these two fluidextracts may be 
differentiated as follows: A small quantity 
of fluidextract of frangula is evaporated to 
dryness in a small porcelain dish at 100°C. 
The residue is triturated slightly, placed 
on a small watch-glass, and heated over a 
microburner to 140° C., the watch-glass be- 
ing covered with a piece of glass; within a 
comparatively short time very handsome 
acicular crystals are sublimed from the resi- 
due and deposited on the glass. Cascara 
sagrada similarly treated affords no crys- 
talline sublimate.—Merck’s Report. 


Pilocarpine in Alopecia 

Or. Pringle (The Hospital, Dec. 28, 1907) 
reports the case of a patient who entirely 
lost the hair of his scalp, and in whom 
vigorous local treatment had altogether 
failed. Pilocarpine nitrate, one-sixth .gr., 
was then injected into the scalp hypoder- 
mically. In a week there was a growth of 
downy hair over the scalp. The dose was 
increased to one-third gr., with satisfactory 
results—Merck’s Report. 


MAGNESITE DEPOSITS IN CALI- 

FORNIA 

The only deposits of magnesite of known 
commercial importance found in the United 
States are those in California, which are 
scattered along the Coast Range, from 
Mendocino County, and possibly farther 
north, to a point south of Los Angeles, and 
along the western slope of the Sierra Ne- 
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vada from Placer County to Kern County. 
Small veins of magnesite of mineralogic in- 
terest have been noted in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and Massachusetts, and veins of 
unknown extent are reported to exist in 
Nevada and Arizona. The Maryland and 
Pennsylvania deposits were at one time 
worked in a small way, the product being 
used for making Epsom salts (magnesium 
sulphate) and other chemicals, but magne- 
site from Austria, Greece and Africa can 
now be imported so cheaply that it no 
longer pays to operate these deposits. 


PRODUCTION OF BROMINE 


Bromine, used mostly in the form of al- 
kaline bromides in medicine and photo- 
graphy but also in its elementary form ip 
the manufacture of dyes, as a disinfectant, 
and in certain metallurgical operations, is 
produced commercially in this country in 
four States—Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania 
and West Virginia, named in order of rela- 
tive importance. In 1907 these States pro- 
duced 1,379,496 pounds of bromine, valued 
at $195,281, the average price per pourd be- 
ing a little more than 14 cents. The trade 
conditions were, therefore, somewhat better 
than in 1906, for in that year, though there 
was an increased production of 90,492 
pounds, there was a decrease in value of 
$13,710, and the prices fell to an average 
of 12.8 cents per pound. As compared with 
the production of 1906, the output for 1907 
shows an increase of 96,246 pounds in quan- 
tity and of $30,077 in value. Prices were 


extremely low in 1907—equal to the cost of. 


production barely were some of them. The 
low prices are in large part, if not wholly, 
due to the heavy importation of German 
bromides. 

The bulk of the domestic output of bro- 
mine in 1907 was furnished by Michigan, 
large quantities of bromine and bromide 
being made at Midland and Mount Pleasant 
by special patented processes. Bromine 
was made as a by-product in 1907 at Pom- 
eroy, Meigs county, Ohio, and at Hartford, 
Mason county, West Virginia, towns about 
five miles apart on the Ohio river, along one 
of its sharp.bends. It was also made at 
Malden, on the Kanawha river, a few miles 
southeast of Charleston, West Virginia. 


Nature Produces a Natural Soap 
The fact that nature produces a natural 
soap and that this cleanser is being used in 


the manufacture of soap and cleansing > 


products in Los Angeles is an item of gen- 
eral interest... 
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The American Commercial Company on 
Ducommon Street, Los Angeles, produces 
four varieties of powdered cleansers out of 
the natural soap products, besides making 
it into washing soap. The soap is mined in 
Utah and it is said that no like substance 
has ever been found before. It is gray in 
color and soft to the “feel.” It is soft and 
can easily be pressed into cakes and de- 
velops a good lather. 


Atoxyl in the Treatment of Syphilis 


According to the British Medical Journal, 
Atoxyl and Soamin (Arylarsenates) have 
proven very Satisfactory in the treatment 
of syphilis. Although the clinical experi- 
ence is as yet quite limited, the belief is ex- 
pressed that these salts are specific in their 
action upon this terrible malady. 


Diphtheria 


Pyozyanasis, the new diphtheria anti- 
toxin prepared by Professors Emmerich 
and Loew, promises far more than origin- 
ally claimed for it. Experiments made show 
that it dissolves and destroys not only the 
bacilli of diphtheria, but likewise those of 
cholera, typhus, bubonic plague and some 
cattle diseases. 

The diphtheria experiments have pro- 
gressed beyond the animal stage, that is 
human diphtheria patients are being cured 
with it; indeed, where the ordinary toxins 
failed the new preparation is saving lives. 
the new preparation acts very quickly, your 
correspondent was told by medical authori- 
ties; it seems to drive away death and re- 
covery is not long delayed. The new anti- 
toxin is blown into the throat by a tube 
with a rubber ball that sprinkles all over 
the throat and away down. This is some- 
times very difficult to accomplish with 
children, but has to be done to save life. 
Large quantities are required to accom- 
plish the desired effect—Montreal Pharm. 
Journal. 


The anti-vivisection movement has at last 
been explained... The Society for the Pre- 
vention of Abuse in Animal Experimenta- 
tion certified to the New York Secretary of 
State, that the expenses of promoting their 
bills before the legislature amounted to 
$4,481, and that Antoinette E. Gazzam— 
most appropriately named—paid the freight. 
It is truly remarkable that a woman with 


- more money than sense can make so much 


noise as to give the impression that there 
is a popular demand for regulation. The 
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vast majority of people know nothing of 
the matter and the few who take interest in 
it are overwhelmingly in favor of placing no 
restrictions on work which is saving so 
many thousands of lives. The inhuman pes- 
tiferous agitators must be suppressed in the.

more of their dogs than their babies should 


really be in asylums, but what can be said 
of lawyers who will draw up bills which 
would be impossible of execution if enacted 
into law? Now let the real women—those 
who love their babies—form a Society for 
the Suppression of “The Society for the 
Prevention of Abuse in Animal Experimen- 
tation.” —American Medicine.

SUGGESTIONS ON THE P. PH. A. 
PROGRAM FOR 1909 


As will be seen from the Constitution 
of the Pacific Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion, this organization has made pro- 
vision to secure the codperation of 
State Boards of Pharmacy and State 
Pharmaceutical Associations. In this 
regard the P. Ph. A. has profited by the 
defects in the organization of the A. 
Ph. A., although the latter organization 
_ is now making efforts to secure the aid 
of the State Boards of Pharmacy. 


It is now time. to consider the 
arrangement of the program for 1909. 
No time should be lost in making 
strenuous efforts to accomplish some 
good. The following subjects should 
be carefully considered and if possible 
acted upon at this meeting: 


First—Membership in the organiza- 
tion. Who shall be eligible and how 
shall eligibility be determined? Mr. H. 
D. Dietrich of San Francisco will sub- 
mit a proposition governing admis- 
sion and membership, which will ap- 
pear in an early issue of the temporary 
official organs. Other matters pertain- 
ing to the organization will be the 
adoption of the constitution and by- 
laws, etc. 


Second—What changes are abso- 
lutely necessary in the Federal Pure 
Drugs Law in order to suit the condi- 
tions in the West? ‘This matter natur- 
ally falls to the codperative efforts of 
the State Boards of Pharmacy, and the 
officers and perhaps delegates of the 
State Pharmaceutical Associations, and 
those State officers and State Labora- 
tory assistants employed in the en- 
forcement of the Pure Food and Drugs 


Law. It is hoped to obtain an early — 


expression of opinion of the State 
Board and State Association members 
of the Board of Directors of the P. Ph. 


A. which will be published in the 
official organs. 

Third—Interchange of State Cer- 
tificates. This is a matter which will 
naturally fall to the State Boards of 
Pharmacy, and we sincerely hope that 
something definite may be agreed upon 
at the 1909 meeting. After some con- 
certed plan of action has been agreed 
upon, it will then be desirable to co- 
Operate with the National Association 
of Boards of Pharmacy. 

Fourth—College graduation — pre- 
requisite and registration. Pharmacy 
can never hope to be placed on a pro- 
fessional basis until the educational re- 
quirements are on a professional basis, 
which is not the case at the present 
time. All other professions, medicine, 
dentistry and law, demand graduation 
from a reputable professional college 
before permission is granted to practice 
the profession. Why should an excep- 
tion be made in the case of pharmacy? 
It may barely be possible that the col- 


lege prerequisite requirements could. 


not be enforced in all the States of the 
Union. There appears to be no plausi- 
ble argument why such a requirement 
cannot be enforced in the great ma- 
jority of States. Anyway, it is high 
time to give this matter serious con- 
sideration. 


Within an early date the Program 
Committee will be appointed, and it is 
hoped that something definite will be 
arranged. ‘The above are merely sug- 
gestions which are open for discussion 
and comment through the several ofh- 
cial organs. ALBERT SCHNEIDER. 


GALENICALS IN SAN FRANCISCO 
DRUG STORES 


Professor Frank T. Green presented 
to the California Section of the 
American ‘Chemical Society on Decem- 
ber 5th a short report of his examina- 
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tion of a few pharmaceutical prepara- 
tions purchased in six different stores 
in this city, supposed to fairly repre- 
sent the drug trade. The articles se- 
lected were simple syrup, diluted 
hydrochloric acid, tincture of arnica 
and camphorated oil. All showed a 
reasonable compliance with the U. S. 
P. except one sample of camphorated 
oil, which was 25% below strength. 
The samples of diluted hydrochloric 
acid were all above the U. S. P. 
strength. This, it was pointed out, 
was due to the druggists buying the 
C. P. acid of the stores, which is almost 
always sold much stronger than the 
U. S. P. standard (31.9% of H.Cl.), 
sometimes having as high as 36% of 
absolute acid. 

Professor Green called attention to 
the inflexibility of the U. S. P. stand- 
ards, while the graduates in use as well 
as the weights were extremely variable. 
He instanced one case in which a min1i- 
mum graduate held two drachms at the 
one drachm mark. It was stated that 
the French Codex allows a variation 
not exceeding 10% from _ standards, 
and some such rule should be promul- 
gated in this country. Until the gradu- 
ates ordinarily used were more ac- 
curate than those now obtainable, an 
honest and capable pharmacist was 
liable to get into trouble through these 
unreliable instruments, The danger 
was less when parts by weight were 
used, but this could not be used in al! 
cases, and was often inconvenient.

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Notices of Judgments 

The Department of Agriculture has pub- 
lished a number of notices of judgment for 
selling misbranded foods and drugs, more 
particularly for the misbranding of flour, 
showing that in one case it was not what it 
professed to be, and in other cases was not 
made by the firms whose name it bore nor 
in the place mentioned on the label. Ex- 
tract of vanilla has also been condemned be- 
cause it was not an extract of vanilla, but 
consisted of vanillin and coumarin, colored 
with caramel and coal-tar dyes. Whiskey 
has also been condemned because it was 
found to consist of neutral spirits arti- 
ficially colored; honey because it consisted 
of honey mixed with invert sugar and glu- 
cose, and was not what it purported to be, 
“pure strained honey.” Perhaps the most 
interesting condemnation to druggists is 
the following:

Misbranding of a Drug Product 
(Sartoin Skin Food.) 


In accordance with the provisions of sec- 
tion 4 of the Food and Drugs Act of June 
30, 1906, and of regulation 6 of the rules 
and regulations for the enforcement of the 
act, notice is given that on the llth day of 
July, 1908, in the United States district 
court for the western division of the south- 
ern district of Ohio, in a criminal prosecu- 
tion brought by the United States against 
William E. Pilkinton and A. P. Foose, do- 
ing business under the firm name of Globe 
Pharmaceutical Company, at Dayton, Ohio, 
for violation of section 2 of the aforesaid 
act in shipping and delivering for shipment 
from the State of Ohio to the District of 
Columbia a misbranded drug product, that 
is to say, a preparation labeled and branded 
‘“Sartoin Skin Food,” the said William E. 
Pilkinton and A. P. Foose entered pleas of 
guilty, whereupon the court imposed upon 
each of them a fine of $10. 

The facts in the case were as follows: 
~ On November 22, 1907, an inspector of the 
Department of Agriculture purchased from 
the Washington Wholesale Drug Exchange,

labeled as follows:

The circular to which attention is drawn 
stated the directions for using and recited 
the virtues of the preparation in part as 
follows: 

“Is probably the most effective remedy 
known to science for sunburn, rashes, and 
all skin blemishes, as well as creating the 
normal growth of all parts not fully de- 
veloped or shrunken. It is absolutely 
harmless to the most delicate skin, and if 
persistently used will benefit the worst 
complexion.” 

One of the samples was subjected to 
analysis in the Bureau of Chemistry of the 
Department of Agriculture and the result 
obtained showed that it consisted essen- 
tially of commercial magnesium sulphate 
(epsom salts) colored with a pink dye. 

The statements appearing in the label on 
the product representing that it was a “skin 
food,” that it would produce a “soft, vel- 
vety tint on the roughest of skins,’ and was 
“remarkably effective in the treatment. of 
pimples, blackheads, rash, blemishes and 
sunburn, and chapped skin” were false, mis- 
leading, and deceptive in the following par- 
ticulars: That there is no such thing as a 
“skin food” separate and apart from a food 
that nourishes all parts of the body; that 
the said article and preparation could not 
possibly be a food under any circumstances; 
that the chemical analysis thereof showed 
said article and preparation to be simply 
commercial magnesium sulphate, colored 
with some pink dye; that the said commer- 
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cial magnesium sulphate, commonly known 
as epsom salts, is a mere purgative when 
taken internally, and when applied exter- 
nally, as directed by the circular inclosed in 
each package of said article and preparation, 
could have no beneficial effect whatever; 
and that the said pink dye was not a food 
and in all probability would have poisonous 
effects. 

The Secretary of Agriculture having af- 
forded the manufacturers an opportunity 
to show any fault or error in the findings of 
the analyst, and they having failed to do so, 
the facts were reported to the Attorney- 
General and the case referred to the United 
States attorney for the southern district of 
Ohio, who filed an information against the 
said defendants with the result herein- 
before stated.

Judgment has been rendered against 
certain parties in three cases as fol- 
lows: 

a Misbranding of eggs. 

b. Adulteration and misbranding of 
vinegar. 

c. Adulteration and misbranding of 
molasses. 

The eggs were sold as “strictly fresh 
eggs,’ when in fact they had been stored. 
The vinegar was not labeled at all, and only 
“branded” with the figures “112” on each 
barrel; but inasmuch as they were imita- 
tions of vinegar and not “vinegar” at all, 
were declared to be “misbranded,” because 
they were not branded “Imitation.” The 
Department interprets the law to require 
that every article of food or medicine shall 
bear a label that not only does not lie, but 
shall not conceal the truth. Imitation 
goods must be plainly sold as imitations, 
and cannot be exempted from this requife- 
ment by being marketed unlabeled. “The 
truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the 
truth’ must accompany foods and drugs in 
interstate trade. The molasses was sold 
as “Early Bird Brand Sugar House Mo- 
lasses,’ and on another part of the label 
appeared the statement “Louisiana Sugar 
House Molasses and Grape Sugar, in So- 
lution Mixed.” It was shown that the prod- 
uct was a mixture of molasses and glucose, 


and not a mixture of mulasses and grape 
sugar, and hence condemned. A rather fine 
point, to be sure, but truth is truth and the 
label was not absolutely truthful. 


Caveat venditor! 


“Spirits” versus “Alcohol.” 


Some trouble has arisen between the In- 
ternal Revenue Department and certain dis- 
tillers, owing to the determination of the 
former to brand all barrels of these two 
grades as “Alcohol.” Inasmuch as in the 
trade “Spirits” or “Cologne Spirits” is a purer 
product than what is sold as “Alcohol,” the 
distillers claim that great damage would be 
done to their business by marking the more 
costly article with the name of the cheaper 
one. They therefore obtained an injunction 
restraining the collector from branding their 
“Spirits” as “Alcohol,” until a judicial de- 
cision shall have been rendered settling the 
question. 


Advantages of the New Postal Regulations 


The new regulations of the Postal Union, 
which went into effect October 1, 1907, 
should prove of great value to all who 
have any amount of foreign correspondence. 
The maximum weight for a five-cent stamp 
is now 1 ounce, and additional ounces or 
fractions thereof go at a 3-cent rate. A 
4-ounce letter, which under the old rules 
would cost 40 cents, can now be forwarded 
for 14 cents. The new international postal 
certificate, obtainable for 6 cents, may be 
forwarded to a foreign correspondent and 
will purchase for him a stamp of his own 
country with which to prepay his answer.

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HOT DRINKS 


This is the season for hot drinks, even in 
California. The following formule are 
taken from the American Druggist. The 
one important piece of advice to the drug- 
gist is, not to attempt to prepare any of 
the drinks mentioned unless he is certain 
that he can prepare them well. Use only 
the very best of materials. To set before a 
chilled but anticipant customer a mug of 
poor coffee will cause the loss of that cus- 
tomer. If you are not sure of your ability 
to prepare a certain drink, leave it alone; 
try some other that you are sure of. Try to 
ascertain the taste of your customers as to 
the amount of seasoning, flavor and tem- 
perature of the drinks. 


I 
Hot Coffee 
Or 
fl. oz. 1% 


enough to fill 8-oz. mug 

....enough to top the beverage 


II 
Hot Beef Bouillon 
Beef extract..teaspoonful 1 to 1% 
Or 
Liquid beef extract.about fl. oz. 1% 
Hot water..enough to fill 8-oz. mug 
The preparation should be seasoned with 
salt, pepper, celery salt or Tabasco sauce, 
to suit the taste of the consumer. Crackers. 
should also be served with these bouillons. 


III 
Hot Tomato Bouillon 
Beef extract....teaspoonful % to l 
Or 
Liquid beef extract..... about oz. 1 
Tomato catsup ....about fl. oz. % 
Hot water..enough to fill 8-oz. mug 
The beverage should be seasoned with 
the various condiments desired by the cus- 
tomer, and should be served with crackers.

Concentrated clam juice....fl. oz. 1 
Hot water. .enough to fill 8-oz. mug

Hot Maple Nut Sunde 


Maple syrup (heated)...... 

enough to top sunde 

The ladle of ice cream is placed in a 
sundz glass and the hot maple syrup is then 
poured over it. The walnuts are then 
sprinkled over the syrup and the whipped 


cream and cherry complete the combina- 
tion. 


VI 
Hot Chocolate Sundz 


Chocolate syrup (heated)...fl. oz. 2 
enough to top sunde 
The ice cream is first placed in the 
sundze glass and the hot chocolate syrup 
and whipped cream are then added. 


VII 
Hot Egg Coffee 
Or 
fl. oz. 1% 


Hot milk...enough to fill 8-oz. mug 
Or 
Hot water..enough to fill 8-oz. mug 
The coffee extract or syrup is first poured 
into the mug. The egg should then be 
beaten into the coffee extract or syrup; the 


plain cream added and the mug filled with 
hot milk or water. 


VIII 
Hot Lemon Sour 


The juice from the half lemon is first 
Squeezed into the mug, the lemon syrup 
added and the hot water poured in. The 
lemon peel should then be twisted over the 
mixture and finally thrown into it. This 
beverage is especially recommended for re- 


lieving colds. It is also a most delicious 
drink.

Hot Beef and Egg 


Or 
Liquid beef extract...about fl. oz. 1 
Hot water..enough to fill 8-oz. mug 
cs FOE drop or two to suit taste 
The beef extract is poured into the mug 
and the egg then beaten into it. The mug is 
then filled with hot water, but great care 
should be taken to beat the egg while the 
hot water is being poured in. ‘Otherwise, 
the egg will be boiled hard or become 
stringy. If celery is desired a drop or two 
of the extract of celery should be added.

The orange and lemon syrups should be 
poured in the mug and the egg well beaten 
into them. The dash of acid phosphate 
should then be added. The Angostura bit- 
ters should come next; then the hot water, 
and finally the nutmeg should be sprinkled 
on top.

GOVERNMENT TO CONTROL SALE 
OF MEDICINES IN JAPAN 


Government control of the sale of medi- 
cines is contemplated in Japan. Consul John 
H. Snodgrass of Kobe reports that a local 
newspaper there announces that a bill mak- 
ing such provision may be introduced dur- 
ing the coming session of the Diet. 


CHEMICALS AND DRUGS AND THE 
PROPOSED TARIFF REVISION 

In a general way the drug and chemical 
manufacturers would be generally pleased 
if Congress would allow the existing tariff 
schedules to remain in an wuntampered 
state. They fear that only disarrangement, 
not benefit, will’ result from the work of 
Congress. While there are many inequali- 
ties now, those concerned are unconvinced 
that a revision such as is proposed would 
remove them. 

Discussing the attitude of the chemical 
manufacturers toward the hearing, Mr. 
Thomas P. Cook of the New York Quinine 
and Chemical Works, who is chairman of 
the drug trade section of the Board of Trade 
and Transportation, said yesterday: 

“We have no basis to go upon, having 
found it impossible to secure copies of the 
tentative schedules prepared by the sub- 
committee of the Committee on Ways and 
Means. I made an effort to secure such 
schedules, but was informed that they had 
been compiled for the private use of the 
committee. 

“The drug and chemical trade has ad- 
justed itself to the present tariff, and it 
would be hardly possible to discuss the 
changes intelligently until it is known what 
changes it is proposed to make.” 


WARNING TO SAUCE MAKERS 


The California State Board of Health, 
which has in charge the enforcement of the 
State pure food law, has made the following 
announcement: | 

“Several instances have been brought to 
the attention of the State Board of Health 
of the manufacturers of Worcestershire 
sauce using the bottles of another manufac- 
turer of the same material, which bottles in 
question have the names of the manu- 
facturers blown in the glass. Such use of 
bottles would appear to be in violation of 
section 5, and subdivision 2, of Section 6 of 


the California Food Act of March 11, 1907. 
It is to be hoped that this notice will be 
sufficient to stop all such violations, and 
obviate the necessity of taking legal steps to 
accomplish the same ends.” 

This warning applies to catsup, olive oil, 
salad dressing, pickles, etc. The legitimate 
manufacturers are greatly pleased at the 
new ruling,.as it will enable them to protect 
their brands against fraud. Restaurant 
keepers have for years refilled Lee & Per- 
rins’ Worcestershire bottles with cheap sub- 
stitutes and thus had defrauded the public. 
The same is true of Snider’s catsup and other 
staple sauces. Also small manufacturers 
have made the practice of refilling bottles of 
standard sauces. This will be stopped at 
once, it is said. 


AMERICAN DRUGS TO GO TO CHINA 


American drugs, patent medicines and all, 
for China. This is the latest development in 
the steadily expanding commerce between 
this country and the Orient. 

Gee Nom Kunsue and Dr. Fong Tse King 
of San Francisco are the originators of the 
enterprise. Their faith in the success of 
the project is so great that they have se- 
cured for their first shipment to China more 
than two tons of drugs. 

The first constgnment will go to Hong- 
kong, where Dr. Fong intends to establish 
a receiving station. As soon as this depart- 
ment is in running order the doctor will go 
to Shanghai, where he will open both 
wholesale and retail houses. 

Canton will be the next place visited, and 
then just as fast as the business warrants it 
Dr. Fong will push on from city to city until 
every town of any size in the empire is sup- 
plied with American medical remedies. 

Gee Nom Kunsue, who will act as the 
American manager, has opened headquarters 
at 898 Sacramento Street. On the shelves 
that line the walls of his place can be found 
every popular remedy from sarsaparilla to 
corn plasters. 


PATENT MEDICINES IN CANADA 


It has been decided that the act of last 
session, respecting the sale of patent medi- 
cines, shall come into force on the lst of 
April. After that date any preparation 
which contains chloral, aconite, ergot, 
strychnine, or any other of the numerous 
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list of deadly drugs, will have to be ap- 
proved by experts of the Department of 
Inland Revenue or bear a printed statement 
on the outside of each package that there is 
a deadly drug in the preparation and the 
name of the drug. 


SAN JOSE 


In common with other merchants, 
the druggists of San Jose were re- 
cently exercised a good deal over a li- 
cense ordinance that was passed by 
their municipal council. The constitu- 
tionality of the ordinance was con- 
tested, and Judge Richards has declared 
that it was void because it was in direct 
conflict with the constitution and be- 
cause it was filled with inequalities of 
the most objectionable character. 

We congratulate the druggists of 
San Jose on the outcome of this contest. 
It is not possible to frame a license 
ordinance that will not be grossly un- 
just, and in all such methods of taxa- 
tion, druggists are always singled out 
for a proportionately heavy tax. The 
San Jose Mercury in an editorial on 
this subject, after calling attention to 
some of the flagrant inequalities of the 
license ordinance, says: “When a 
merchant pays taxes to the city, county 
and state upon a reasonable valuation 
of his goods, it is preposterous that he 
should be compelled to pay an addi- 
tional tax for the privilege of disposing 
of his goods.” The Mercury is right. 


Druggists’ Mutual Fire Insurance Company 
Prospers 


W. F. Kaiser, secretary of the Wisconsin 
Druggists’ Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, has completed his annual report, sub- 
mitted tentatively to the annual convention 
of the Wisconsin Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion. The company was organized January 
19, 1907, and began issuing policies on June 
20. The report says, in part: 

“We have issued 226 policies amounting 
to $254,850, and after deducting the ex- 
pirations and cancellations, there is now in 
force $153,250. The total amount of pre- 
miums’ collected. up to June 1, 1908, was 
$2,316.76. Expenses paid, including every- 


thing, amounted to $917.96; cash on hand, 
$1,295.66. Our loss by fire up to the present 
amounts to $167.26. Dividend declared De- 
cember 31, 1907, was 30 per cent.” 


Graduation from a reputable college of 
pharmacy has been made a prerequisite to 
application for examination for a _ cer- 
tificate as a _ registered pharmacist in 
Louisiana. The bill was _ introduced 
at the instance of the legislative com- 
mittee of the Louisiana Ph. A., has 
been signed by Governor Sanders and will 
become a law in 1910. The provisions of 
the law do not affect the requirements for 
qualified assistants —N. A. R. D. Notes. 


The new patent law recently enacted by 
Great Britain requires that if a foreigner is 
granted a patent in Great Britain, the goods 
must be manufactured in that country. 
Consequently many American and German 
firms are about to open branch factories in 
Great Britain. Among the firms who have 
taken steps in this direction are a German 
syndicate, the Aniline and Soda Works, the 


German Dye Works, the German Pottery. 
Factory and a gas plant, also the Farben-- 


fabriken vormals Friedrich Bayer Und Co. 
and the Actien-Gesellschaft fuer Aniline 
Fabriken and Chemische Fabric vormals A. 
Schering. It is estimated that no less than 
$125,000,000 will be invested, chiefly by 
German arfd also in part by American firms, 
in establishing branches in Great Britain to 
comply with this law.
